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SIMPLE BLUNDER 
OF OPEN DOORS 
BOOSTED DEATHS 
IN SCHOOL FIRE 


Experts in Chicago Say 
Blaze Fatal to 90 
Might -Have Been 
Blocked Long Enough 


to Allow Escape. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 3 (UPI) — 
Fire experts speculated today 
that had two massive wooden 
doors been closed in Our 
Lady of Angels School when 
fire broke out Monday con- 
siderably fewer than 90 per- 
sons might have died. 


Two investigators of the Na- 
tional Fire Protection Associa- 
tion said that if two doors at 
the second floor landing had 
been closed the intense fire and 
hot gases would have been kept 
out for precious minutes and 
“in all likelihood every class- 
room could have been emptied 
in time.” 

Percy Bugbee, general man- 
ager of the organization, said 
at its Boston headquarters: “A 
simple blunder of open doors 
appears to be the major cause 
ofp heavy loss of life.” The 
d were not fire doors but 
were heavy enough to serve 
the same purpose. 

Fire officials said the doors 
should have been closed. They 
said it was not known at this 
stage in the investigation 
whether the doors were open 
before the fire broke out or 
whether they were opened aft- 
er the fire alarm sounded. 


Superheated Air. 

Chicago Fire Commissioner 
Robert J. Quinn said that “all 
you need is one inhalation of 
that superheated air the fire 
ushes in front of it and your 
ungs collapse.” 

Coroner Walter J. McCarron 
announced an inquest would 
begin at 10 a.m. Wednesday. 
It will be held in the audito- 
rium of the Prudential Life 
Insurance building. 

Meanwhile, the investigation 
into the cause of the fire 
moved slowly. 

Police arson experts theor- 
ized a pupil smoking a ciga- 
rette in the school basement 
may have accidentally started 
the blaze. 

Authorities are questioning 
pupils and nuns in hope they 
can shed some light on the 
mystery, but the inquiry has 
“turned up nothing new,” Po- 
lice Capt. Harry Penzin said. 

About 20 boys were question- 
ed yesterday. Police urged 
them to tell truthfully whether 
one of them had flipped a 
lighted cigarette into trash be- 
hind a basement stairwell. 

Authorities have determined 
that the blaze started in the 
stairwell at the northeast cor- 
ner of the two-story brick 
school. The flames and dense 
smoke were sucked up the 
stairwell to the second floor 
where most of the victims were 
trapped and died. 

Janitor Questioned. 

Police last night ‘questioned 
school janitor James Raymond, 
43, who was in a hospital with 
shock and injuries. Raymond 
told detectives he was enter- 
ing the school when he saw 
smoke pouring from the rear 
of the building. 

He said he rushed. to the 
basement and checked the in- 
cinerator and boiler, but found 
nothing wrong. He then told 
authorities he ran to the first 
floor and broke windows s0 
the children could escape. 

Penzin said Raymond insisted 
that he had checked the area- 
way where the fire apparently 
started last Thursday and found 
it clean of trash. 

Investigators were checking 
the possibility the fire might

Sets Up Talks — 
Pledges City Backing 
for Any Action. 


A special conference of city | 
and school officials has been 
called for today by Acting 
Mayor Donald Gunn to review | 
safety conditions in schools 
here, following the disastrous 
Chicago school fire Monday. 

“The purpose of the meeting 
is to discuss the whole ques- 
tion of safety and the safety 
inspection program in schools 
here,” Gunn said. 

He expressed confidence that | 
the city would undertake to 
carry out swiftly “whatever 
conclusion is arrived at during 
the meeting.” 

“Crash” Program Possible. 

Among possible courses of 
action :listed by Gunn was a 
“crash” program of reinspect- | 
ing school buildings here, if 
that should be deemed ad- 
visable by participants in the 
conference. 

However, Gunn said he had 
no reason at the moment to 
think that the inspection pro- 
gram in force here is not ade- 
quate. 

“We will discuss the whole 
situation without any precon- 
ceived notion of what should 
be done,” he stated. 

In addition to Gunn, those 
those who were expected to | 
participate in the conference | 
include Joseph P. Sestric, di- | 
rector of public safety, and sev- | 
eral members of his staff, and | 
representatives of public and | 
Catholic and Lutheran schools. | 

The meeting was set up hur- | 
riedly and Gunn had not yet! 
heard from school officials as 
to whether their representa- 
tives could attend the confer-| 
ence. 

Sure of Co-operation. 

“I am sure the public school 
system here will co-operate in| 
any program for the safety of 
school children,” Gunn said. 

Fire officials here cautioned 
today that many school build- 
ings, often because of the na- 
ture of their construction, con- 
tain potentially hazardous con- 
ditions. They cited such con- 
ditions as open stairwells, lack 
of fire doors, extreme age of 
some buildings and the use of 
wooden structural joists in 
some buildings. 

School officials, meanwhile, 
said they felt “every precau- 
tion” has been taken at school 
buildings here to prevent the 
start of a disastrous fire like 
the one that took the lives of 
87 school children and three 
Catholic nuns in Chicago. 

Information obtained in in- 
spections now under way into 
the Chicago fire will be made 
available to any interested 
school officials in the St. Louis 
area, Sestric said.

John L. Lewis has won a $2-a- 
day wage increase and other 
concessions for his soft coal 
miners in northern mines. in- 
formed sources reported last 
night. 

The annual vacation _ pay- 
ment willbe increased from 
$180 to $200. The wage in- 
crease will become effective in 
two steps—$1.20 Jan. 1 and 
80 cents April 1. 

How this would affect the 
price of coal could not. be de- 
termined immediately. 

The end of United Mine 
Workers wage talks with the 
northern operators, except for 
details, came when the execu- 
tive board of the Bituminous 
Coat Operators Association 
vesterday authorized President 
Edward G. Fox to sign a con- 
tract. Fox signed today. South- 
ern operators usually sign an 
identical contract. Members of 
the Southern Coal Producers’ 
Association executive commit- 
tee were snmmoned to meet 
here today. 

(Fox signed a separate agree- 
ment for the captive mines— 
those which produce coal main- 
ly to fuel steel mills and utility 
concerns, the Associated Press 
said.

On the Juvenile Code 


I do not agree with the “M.U. 
Student” who supports the black- 
out of news about juvenile crime. 


First of all, the juvenile code 
goes much further than merely 
banning the release of names of 
juveniles who are apprehended 
by the law. It prohibits the re- 
lease of any and all information 
about juvenile offenses, not just 
the names of juveniles. 


In some cases, it has wholly 
prevented reports of crimes, in- 
cluding the names of offenders 
who were not juveniles, simply 
because one juvenile was involved. 
* State highway patrolmen have 
also been prevented from giving 
out information about automobile 
accidents, when the possibility of 
filegal operation of a vehicle by 
a@ juvenile enters the picture. 

Furthermore, the _ prohibition 
against release of information 
about juvenile cases tends to 
gloss over and hide the serious- 
ness of the juvenile problem. I 
fear that those who favor the 
juvenile code’s news restrictions 
are the type who believe a public 

roblem will cease to exist if you 
ust pretend it isn't there. 

It is the responsibility of our 
newsgathering media to illumi- 
nate public problems, one of the 
more serious of which is the ju- 
venile crime problem. Most news- 
papers have absolutely’ no desire 
to blacken the name of any inno- 
cent youngster who strays off the 
straight and narrow. 


But the juvenile code is wholly 
unjustified in preventing news- 
papers and other news media from 
informing our society about the 
juvenile crimes that are being 
committed against it.

The provisional settlement of the TWA 
strike will be welcomed by the traveling pub- 
lic, but the air lines as a whole are not yet out 
of the woods. The-other strikes which plague 
the industry or threaten to are unusually 
serious, because they concern the effort of 
various interests to secure their positions as 
the industry enters a new phase of its devel- 
opment, the jet age. 

Pilots, co-pilots, flight engineers, me 
chanics and stewardesses are aware that 
when the new jets arrive they will carry twice 
as many passengers twice as fast. That means, 
temporarily at least, a decrease in air line 
jobs. They want job security first and more 
pay second. 

Pilot and flight engineer are struggling 
for the third seat in the cockpit of the new 
jet. Naturally, if all flight engineers have 
to qualify as pilots, as a Railway Labor Act 
panel recommended for Eastern Air Lines, 
same engineers will lose out. That will mean 
more jobs in the third seat for pilots who are 
driven out of the first two seats. 

There is reason to believe that cutbacks due 
to the big new jets will be restored within 
five years at most and possibly within less 
than half that time. Right now the feeder 
air lines, such as Ozark for example, are ex- 
tending their services and hiring more pilots. 
But not all co-pilots of a major air line are 
content to go to a feeder line. 

Similarly, féwer planes will mean less re- 
pair work for mechanics. So the mechanics 
want members of their craft to join a sep- 
arate seniority list when they are promoted 
to foreman or supervisor. In that event, fare- 
men could not displace mechanics if layoffs 
occur. It was the mechanics who struck 
TWA, and the foremen-seniority issue was 
crucial to the dispute. 

In less than 20 years the air lines have 
hecome the most popular form of public 
transportation, now -handling 35 to 40 per 
cent of all passenger traffic. During that 
time the air lines have known far less labor 
strife than virtually any other major in- 
dustry. Between 1951 and last Oct. 1, the pi- 
lots’ union negotiated 727 contracts and had 
only two strikes (against Western Airlines 
last year, American in 1954). 

Now, with Eastern and TWA idle, nearly 
a third of the nation’s four-motored trans- 
ports are grounded. The two lines serve near- 
ly 200 cities. Only a federal court temporary 
injunction keeps American, which serves 75 
cities, from being struck. Capital Airlines 
ended a 37-day strike Nov. 24. Stewardesses 
of Lake Central Airlines have been out a 
week. 

A discouraging factor about the strikes and 
threats of strikes is the failure of the Railway 
Labor Act to be effective in maintaining unin- 
terrupted service. Capital settled its mechan- 
ics strike with private negotiations. The 30- 
day cooling off periods and the reports of 
mediation boards have been observed in the 
cases of American, Capital, Eastern and TWA 
but settlement has not followed as a result 
of them. 

If the snarl spread and increased until it 
reached the state of a national emergency, 
the President could intervene. What is needed 
right now—and what might prevent the de- 
velopment of such a paralyzing situation—is a 
determination by both management and un- 
ions to make the concessions necessary for 
settlement. Both sides can only damage 
themselves, as well as the public, by prolong- 
ing the severe disruption of a transportation 
service that has become essential. 


Our Migrant Millions 


Govs. Harriman of New York and Meyner 
of New Jersey are taking a commendable lead 
in urging federal legislation to protect migra- 
tory farm workers and their children: New 
York and New Jersey are among the few 
states which have enacted laws covering mi- 
grant workers, but even in those states the 
protection is pitifully inadequate—and in gen- 
eral it is a national disgrace. 

Child labor is exploited, human beings are 
transported and housed under conditions un- 
fit for cattle, unsanitary conditions are per- 
mitted which endanger the public health, the 
workers are underpaid, unorganized and inse- 
cure, schooling is inadequate-to-nonexistent, 
and sometimes thousands are stranded with- 
out funds when conditions of. weather or of 
work turn unfavorable. 

All this has long been known. John Stein- 
beck told the story in “Grapes of Wrath.” A 
presidential commission in the Truman Ad- 
miristration spelled it out in detail. Some 
progress has been made at the national level, 
as in minimum safeguards for workers 
brought in from Mexico,@but it is hardly so 
much as a start. 


Moscow’s A-Plane Lead 


Soviet Russia has again scored a technologi- 
cal and propaganda victory over the. United 
States if Aviation Week, a usually reliable 
soureg, is correct in reporting that Moscow 
is now flying the world’s first nuclear-pow- 
ered plane. 

A @liigestion that the Soviets might achieve 
such @ feat was made only last Nov. 20 by the 
chief of the United States atomic plane pro}- 
ect, Maj. Gen. Donald J, Kern. He told the 
Amefican Ordnance Association that he would 
not be surprised if Russia had a nuclear plane 
airborne before Jan. 1. 

The plane, now in its early flight testing 
Stage, is said to be powered with two conyen- 
tional.and two nuclear turbojet engines. Thus 
the plane is not fully atomic-powered in the 
sense that the Nautilus was the first fully 
atomiGpowered submarine. Nevertheless, if 
the two nuclear pods each produce 70,000 
pounds of thrust—two and a half times the 
thrust of our best conventional jet engines— 
that is a startling accomplishment. And if 
these engines are, as reported, the same type 
as the Air Force and the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission; have .been trying to develop since 
1951, it is pertinent to ask why we have

Two Against Change 

Walter Lippmann makes an interesting 
point in his column today. He believes Pre- 
mier Khrushchev’s note on Germany may 
really be addressed to the successors of 
Chancellor Adenauer and Secretary of State 
Dulles, for so long as these gentlemen are 
in office no new Western approach to the 
German problem is to be expected. The 
worst of it is, Mr. Lippmann is probably right. 

Chancellor Adenauer is 82 and Mr. Dulles 
70. The vast majority of the world’s popula- 
tion is under 50. 

A new approach to the German problem 
might just possibly result in a German settle- 
ment, which might just possibly lead to a cen- 
tral European settlement, which might lead to 
a general relaxation of world tension, which 
might lead to a disarmament treaty, which 
might lead to an improvement in the world’s 
mental health and the devotion of a greater 
proportion of its resources to human welfare. 

None of this is going to have a chance to 
get started, Mr. Lippmann estimates, so long 
as Messrs. Adenauer and Dulles hold office. 
That is something for the younger generation 
to reflect upon. 


New Road to Channel 10 


A moderate and fair disposal of the Chan- 
nel 10 television case in Miami is recom- 
mended by Judge Horace Stern of Philadel- 
phia, acting as special hearing examiner for 
the Federal Communications Commission. 

He proposes that because of improper pres- 
sure on FCC the award to Public Service Tele- 
vision should be set aside. The applications, 
he says, should then be re-heard, taking into 
account the “improper conduct” of Public 
Service and WKAT in the former. hearing. 
Whether new applicants should be invited, as 
suggested by the Department of Justice, the 
special examiner did not say, but In view of 
the lapse of time and the change in circym- 
stances it would seem only fair. 

Senator Kefauver of Tennessee and Sena- 
tors Smathers and Holland of Florida come 
in for some decidedly unfavorable comment 
from Judge Stern for their parts in the Chan- 
nel 10 case. The special examiner finds that 
they “aided” WKAT in “improper” attempts 
to influence Richard A. Mack, then an FCC 
member. 

Plainly, objective standards for impartial 
hearings by FCC are needed, covering the 
commission, the applicants, and members of 
Congress as well, and enforceable with pen- 
alties. The Justice Department has proposed 
automatic disqualification of an applicant for 
trying to influence commissioners individu- 
ally. Certainly some measure which would 
protect the commission in its quasi-judicial 
privacy is indicated in the strongest possible 
way by the investigation into FCC.

More than 3000 deer fell to 
hunters’ fire on the opening 


day of the Missouri six-day gun | 


season. This record kill was 
the tip-off as to what was to 
follow. Hunters took at least 
13,369 animals, about 3000 
more than the record set dur- 
ing the five-day season last 
year. 

Ste. Genevieve county re- 
ported the top kill of 847. 
Taney county was second with 
826 and Camden county in the 
Lake of the Ozarks area was 
third with 767. Other high 
counties included Franklin with 
609, Pulaski with 583, and 
Ozark with 516. 

Before the opening of the 
gun season archers had broken 
last year’s record. Through 
Nov. 16, bowhunters had 
bagged 63 whitetails, five more 
than were taken during the 
full two-month season last year. 
Archers this year may hunt 
through Dec. 15. 

Heavy rains and high winds 
greeted the nimrods the night 
before the season opened on 
Monday. This combination 
stripped the remaining foliage 
and kept the deer from their 
customary nocturnal feeding 
areas. The rain slackened early 
Monday morning and a cold 
front moved in. The day was 
ideal fer deer hunting. The 
leaves were wet underfoot and 
the hunters could move 
through the woods with a min- 
imum of noise. As a result, 
866 more whitetails were taken 
that day than on opening day 
last year. 


Mule Deer Killed 


Prior to opening of the gun 
season, Henry Hughes, Rich- 
mond, Mo., was bowhunting for 
deer along the Missouri river 
bottoms in southeast Carroll 
county. He downed an 8-point, 
245-pound buck and took it to 
Conservation Agent John Mad- 


thought it was a mule deer 
but was not sure. since the 
mule deer’s nprmal range is 
farther west 
sent, with Hughes's consent, 
portions of the animal to a 
biologist te be identified. The 
biologist confirmed Madden's 
identification of the animal. 


deer killed in Missouri was in 
Montgomery county in 1956. 
At least one Missouri deer 
apparently decided it liked the 
Illinois side of the Mississippi 
river best. L. W. Dunham, 
Quincy, killed a doe deer 
weighing about 200 pounds in 
Hancock county, Ill, during 
that state’s deer season. The 
doe wore Missouri ear tag No. 
1380. Conservation Commission 
records show that the deer was 
trapped as an adult (at least 
two years old) in Meramec 
Refuge in southern Franklin 
county, April 18, 1951. It was 
released the next day in north- 
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five years old.

NEW YORK, Dec. 3 (AP)— 
The American Heritage Foun- | 
dation last night estimated that 
about $12,000,000 was raised in 
its nonpartisan drive for small 
dorations to the 1958 political 
campaign. 

The Advertising Council and | 
the National committees of the | 
Democratic and Republican 
parties co-operated in the cam- 
paign. 

John C. Cornelius, president 
of the Heritage Foundation, 
mentioned the $12,000,000 fig- 
ure in his annual report pre- 
pared for a dinner where foun- | 
dation awards for outstanding 
American’ citizenship were 
given. Meade Alcorn and Paul | 
M. Butler, Republican and 
Democratic national chairmen, 
respectively, received awards 
for joining in the drive. 

More Available. 

Cornelius said a recent Gal- 
lup, poll indicated that some 
$120,000,000 additional in small 
gifts could have been available 
to the major political parties if 
they had solicited it from the 
public. 

He said the poll showed ap- 
proximately 24,000,000 house- 
holds—23 per cent of this coun- 
try’s population— would give 
$5 each to the political party 
of its choice if it were so- 
licited. 

Preliminary research before 
the campaign indicated that 
only two per cent of the Amer- 
ican people contribute finan- 
cially to political parties, he 
asserted. 

Of the $200,000.000 in cam- 
paign funds spent nationally in 
1956, about $50,000,000 was “‘so- 
called under-the-table money,” 
Cornelius said. 

The idea for the drive origi- 
nated with Philip L. Graham, 
president and publisher of the 
Washington Post. 

G.O.P. Raised More. 

The national party commit- 
tees have never made public | 
any figures on the dollar solici- 
tation. Some campaign officials 
have estimated the Republicans 
raised much more than the 
Democrats because the G.O.P. 
drive lasted a whole month 
while the Democrats solicited 
door-to-door only four days. 

Alcorn. told the foundation 
dinner that the drive was a 
success which certainly will 
gain in general acceptance in 
the years to come. 

Butler said the foundation 
and Advertising Council had 
performed an outstanding pub- 
lic service in making the fi- 
nancing of political parties the 
responsibility of all the people, 
not just a few. 

He said the major benefit of 
the drive is that it makes can- 
didates and political organiza- 
tions less dependent on special | 
interests as represented by 
wealthy contributors.

'ean do so only on six-months 

notice. 
| The organization’s headquar-

pact members, aside from Iraq 
and Iran, are Turkey, Pakistan 
and Britain. 

Both American and Iranian

Since he became Premier 
early in the fall, Karami has 
been urged by Soviet Ambassa- 
dor Sergei Kiktev to accept 
Russian financial help. 

It was understood the United 
States grant would be used to 
meet the Lebanese budgetary 
deficit for the year, estimated 
by Karami at about $11,000,000. 

American sources stressed 
the aid was a one-shot deal de- 
signed to help the country out 
of the economic troubles caused 
by the five-month rebellion. 

The grant follows a United 
States gift of 6500 tons of wheat 
worth $5,000,000 and a $2,500,- 
000 grant made last September 
to the government of former 
President Chamoun.

Playhouse 90's 
90th First Night | 


NEW YORK, Dee. 3 
WITH “RETURN OF ANSEL GIBBS” the other night, 
Playhouse 90 reached it ninetieth first night, an anniversary 
ef some importance in this difficult industry. Saluting it, 
Rod Serling writes: “It's sort of like saying happy birthday 
to a bucket of steam. The 
subject has a name but 
no face or family. But 
I've got a feeling for 
Playhouse 90 generally 
reserved for old army 
buddies and photo al- 
buims from boyhood.” 
And well he might, be- 
eause Serling wrote 
“Requiem for a Heavy- 
weight” which was the 
first Playhouse 90 play, 
an origina] that won a 
hatful of awards. Today, 
two-and-a-bit-years old, 
Piayhouse 90 is the most 
distinguished, the most 
consistent, the most am- 
bitious show on televi- 
sion, virtually the only 
live dramatic show and 
—many folks say—al- 
most the only thing 
worth looking forward to. (By that I mean sharply to dif- 
ferentiate it from most other television which people watch 
for lack of anything else to do, Playhouse 90 is watched 
as a conscious and positive act, not an absence of alter- 
natives.)

It’s rather a shame that Playhouse 90’s nineticth 
should have been “Return of Ansel Gibbs”—represent- 
ing a sharp dip in quality from the level the series has 
been hitting all year. This was a windy and murky 
exploration of personalities and philosophies in the 
upper echelon of politics. Its big scene pitted a wind- 
bag, flag-waving senator against an icy intellectual 
(Melvyn Douglas) on a sort of Mike Wallace television 
interview show. Theoretically, Douglas “destroyed” 
himself politically on that show, though it didn’t strike 
me that way at all. Both dramatically and philosophi- 
cally, I found this wooden and unconvincing, though 
there were some fine performances by Douglas and 
Diana Lynn. 


If we're throwing our hats in the air for Playhouse 
90, a more suitable object would be the production a week 
earlier in a dramatization of William Faulkner's “Old Man,” 
a tremendous achievement for live television. If anyone 
were to ask me who was the greatest TV dramatist, I'm 
afraid I'd say Faulkner, whose stories and novellas (which 
this was) lend. themselves to television with shattering 
force. 

“Old Man,” dramatized by Horton Foote, is the story 
of a Mississippi river flood in which a convict rescues a 
pregnant woman from a tree and fights his way back to 
captivity, only to be socked with an extra 10 years’ servi- 
tude, an almost unbearable bit of Faulknerian irony. There 
was a stunning performance by Sterling Hayden, who is 
almost as big a surprise as Piper Laurie was a year or so 
ago, and Geraldine Page. But the real hero was director 
John Frankenheimer who did astounding things with his 
cameras with the swirling waters of the flood, crowd scenes 
on a levee, bunkhouse scenes, and—probably most difficult 
of all—dramatic dialogues between Miss Page and Hayden 
in a tiny rowboat. 


At the very beginning, I had great trouble under- 
standing the talk, partly because that Deep South 
accent throws me, partly because there was tee much 
noise. But when that cleared up I was held transfixed 
by the sure-footed characterization and humanity and 
sheer imaginative scope of the tale. It’s a great ad- 
venture story, and the last thing in the world I'd 
imagine a producer would attempt on live television. 
But then that’s why Playhouse 90 is such a distin- 
guished series and why Fred Coe is so eminent a 
producer. If Playhouse 90 ever loses its venturesome 
nature, all television will be the worse. 


As Serling says: “The baby is still growing. This big 
creature with no real personal attributes that I happen to 
have great fondness for, still matures and gropes and 
pushes its way up and forward, and shifts around and 
searches and experiments and sometimes proves something 
with a ringing clarity and sometimes falls on its prat in 
the middie of an unknown. And for all these reasons it 
has a vitality like the opening night of a Broadway show. 
It has the excitement of a world premiere of a movie. It 
has that indefinable quality that comes with theater and 
that can build a tradition overnight by turning a play or 


a performance or even a moment into a monument.”

Condensation Problem 


WHETHER OR NOT you are 
troubled with condensation — 
sweating window glass and wet 
walls—may depend somewhat 
on how you live.

When you go 
to work to do the family wash 
either in automatic washing 
equipment or by hand, a good 
deal of water gets into the 
house air through evaporation. 

This, however, is just a drop 
in the bucket compared to the 
amount of water that can get 
into the house air if the laun- 
dry is dried indoors. If you 
hang your wet wash to dry in 
the basement, every drop of 
water in the clothes will be 
absorbed into the house air. 
This can equal many gallons of 
water.
